It ig 
only since Wednesday last that the Span- 
jards have begun to feel that the Americans 
purpose taking over the Philippines, and 
that, too, without any assumption of Span- 
ish indebtedness. As they are now con- 
vinced of this, it may be that Spain’s next

and tactful forces. It may even mark the 
conclusion of all she has to Say, but if the 
Tules of procedure are followed the Amer- 
icars would still have another presentation 
to submit.

Spain’s Intention to Yield. 

Secretary Hay now makes scarcely any 
concealment of the intention of the admin- 
istration to insist on the absolute control cf 
the whole Philippine group. Other ofticials 
at the State department say that there has 
never been a time when the Spaniards 
evinced any intention of stopping the rego- 
tiations. The crisis came when Sagastia’s 
envoys announced that the abandonment of 
the Philippines would mean the dowrifell of 
the monarchy. It Was a serivus responsi- 
bility and the American commissioners 
hesitated, but were nov satisfied as to the 
cause andeffect. Swosequent events showed 
they. were right, and that Spain could let go 
of all her colonies without affectirg the 
monarchy, backed up as it certainly will be 
by France, Austria, and Germany. The com- 
missioners were convinced that if Spain re- 
tained the Philippines it would only be for. 
the purpose of seil‘ng the islands. 

As the matter now stunds, practically the 
only matter in disputc is the proportion of 
the Philippines’ debt actually expended for 
public improvements. an.i which the United 
States would be williig to muke good. It is 
said to be over one and under ten millions, 
The Philippines will come to the United 
States. The Carolines and Ladrones, except 
Guam, will go back to Spain, which in all 
probability will sell them to Germany. No 
new,“ ultimatum ” is necessary, because the 
formal demand of the American commission- 
ers was nothing more nor less than an ulti- 
matum, as it represented the dictation of the 
conqueror to the conquered, and has never 
been treated otherwise by either side. The 
Spaniards have been given a strong hint that 
it would be advisable to agree on a treaty 
before Congress meets Dec. 5. They have 
taken time to consider this feature, and the 
belief at the State department now is that 
a treaty ceding the Philippines to the United 
States will be signed within the next ten 
days or so. 3 

Alleged Scheme of Purchase. 

New York, Nov. 13.—[Special.J]—A _  dis- 
patch to the Journal from Washington says 
the cablegram from Paris that ‘‘ the Com- 
mercial company of the United States and 
the Philippines’’ had offered to purchase 
the Philippines for the sum of $300,000,000 
was read with great interest in Washington 
today. 

Among Cabinet officers there was a dis- 
position to regard the story as improbable) 
Secretary Long of the Navy when asked 
about it said that it was all new to him. 
Secretary Wilson had read the story, and 
classed it as “ unadulterated fiction.’’ He 
further added that he knew the President 
had not corresponded with the Peace Com- 
missioners on the subject. | 

At the White House, however, it was 
learned that the President had heard a ru- 
mor of the story. 

** Yes,’’ said D. O. Mills, when asked about 
the story, ““I.know a man named Young, 
who is a son of Brigh Young, and who is 
at present in Paris. But I don’t know any- 
thing about a scheme of his to purchase the 
Philippires.”’ 

Mr. Mills said that so far as he knew he 


had always believed Mr. Young to bea re- 


sponsible, trustworthy sort of man. 

** But if he has any Philippines purchase 
scheme in his brain my estimate of him was 
not the correct one,’’ he added. ‘“ The 
scheme is pure moonshine.”’ 


Young a Railroad Builder. 

Salt Lake, .U Nov, 13.—The young man 
mentioned in the Paris dispatch of this date 
in connection with the Philippine Islands 
question is undoubtedly John W. Young, the 
well-known promoter and contractor. He 
built the Utah Central railroad from this city 
to Park City, Utah, and was prominent in 
many other Utah enterprises. He is a son 


of Brigham Young, and left this city for Eu- 


rope about eight years ago, since which time 
but little is known here of his movements.

RITES IN HONOR 


OF DEAD HEROES 


First Illinois Infantry Pays 
Sorrowin g¢ Tribute to the 
Memory of Fallen | 
Comrades. 


SERVICE IN THE ARMORY. 


Dedication of the Monument Is 
Witnessed by a Throng Es- 
timated at 6,000 
People. 


FLOWERS DECK THE COLUMN 


With military requiem for a _ soldier’s 
peace, with eulogy for the heroism which 
cost the sacrifice of life, flowers, and tears 
for his memory, the First Regiment Illinois 
Volunteer Infantry, reunited for the last 
time yesterday afternoon as a regiment of 
the United States army, paid the last honors 
to its falien comrade at its armory, Michigan 
avenue and Sixteenth street. when the 
monument to the dead was dedicated. 

The rites were witnessed and the brief 
speeches heard by a throng in fullest sym- 
pathy with the purpose of the meeting. In 
the 6,000 persons who packed the great main 
floor and filled every inch of space in the 
three galleries above there seemed to be 
none drawn by mere curiosity. 

With the exception of Colonel Turner and 
Dean Harry P. Judson of the University of 
Chicago, the speakers were clergymen called 
upon to give the benediction of the churches 
to the dead.. They were Dr. H. W. Tiiomas, 
Dr. W. M. Lawrence, Bishop Samuel Fal- 
lows, Dr. F. A. Noble, Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, 
and Chaplain Hedley A. Hall. The Rev. 
Father Kelly, who was absent from the city, 
sent regrets, and Dean Judson appeared as 
the representative of Dr. William R. Harper. 


Armory Is Thronged. 


Although the service was appointed for 
3:30 o’cluck, the armoury was thronged before 
2 o'clock, and in consequence Colonel Turner 
hastened the opening by halfan hour. Tho 
audience, however, did not find the wait 
tedious, for the First Regiment Band played 
from the time the concourse began to file in. 
At 3 o'clock the bugler sounded the assembly 
call and instantly there was a scurry of 
uniformed men in the company quarters in 
the galleries. Forming by companies, the 
regiment filed down, and, four deep, the line 
of blue extended the entire circuit of the 
floor, allowing only for the open space occu- 
pied by the monument in the rear of the 
speakers’ platform, On the right arm of 
each man was @ band 


and ranks which had been in confusion 
closed up shoulder to shoulder. At thesame 
moment Colonel Turner, Lieutenant Colonel 
Lauman, Adjutant Brooks, Lieutenant Ol- 
son, Captain Surgeon’ RobePts, and Major 
Surgeon Willard, comprising the regimental 
staff, moved down the center aisle to a 
position in front of the monument. Colonel 
Turner stepped upon the platform, called 
the regiment to attention, and announced 
that the opening benediction would be one of 
music from the band. When the music had 
died away he spoke again, asking the 
friends and relatives of the dead soldiers 
to come forward and lay their offerings of 
flowers at the base of the memorial monu- 
ment, while the choir of the People’s Church 
sang ‘“‘ Lead, Kindly Light.”’ 


Flowers for Heroes. 


As the words of Cardinal Newman's hymn 
floated out over the assembly, up from every 
aisle, out from nearly every row of seats 
came persons in deep mourning—singly, by 
pair, andintrios. Aged fathers and mothers 
walked forward, arm in arm, and with 
bowed heads; little children toddled for- 
ward, weighted down with wreaths; sob- 
bing widowed mothers were helped along by 
sons and daughters; a few women came 
forward alone. The family groupings were 
proof that for the most part the mourning 
was for young men—boys who had gone 
forth from home. Chrysanthemums were 


the favorite flowers of the offering, though | 


roses were plentiful. 

A dignified, white-haired woman clung to 
a@ young man’s arm, her face buried in her 
handkerchief, her steps uncertain. The few 
who recognized her knew she wept for a 
son who died in the performance of his 
duty as non-commissioned officer in charge 
of the yellow fever camp at Siboney. She 
was Mrs. Julia Griffith, mother of Sergeant 
Jesse J. Griffith of Company C. 

When the last flower had been deposited 
and the bereaved families were sheltered in 
the congregation Lieutenant Colonel Lau- 
man called the roll of honor. It contained 
eighty-six narhes, not a company of the 
regiment escaping the death list. He called 
the names in the battalion order of the com- 
panies, and round the armory went the 
sonorous response, “* All is well,’’ as each 
name was checked from the roll. In some 
companies the bunkmate of the dead hero 
answered; in others one man gave the 
response for all of the company list. 


Private Alfred S. Webb Missing. 


After the name of Private Alfred S. Webb, 
Company F, the Lieutenant Colonel added 
the word ‘“ missing.”” Private Webb was 
landed at Montauk Point from the transport 
Berlin, and taken to the general hospital, 
seriously ill. There all trace of him was lost, 
and it is supposed he is buried In the barren 
carap cemetery under a headstone bearing 
the word, ** Unknown.”’ 

On the list of dead as printed in Tug TRIB- 
UNE yesterday was the name “ Private Rich- 
ard Bush, Company B.” The name appeared 
also on the memorial program list, but when 
it was reached Lieutenant Colonel Lauman 
paused and said: | 

* This is a mistake. Private Bush is alive, 
well, and present.”’ 

The applauding audience did not know that 
in place of the name entered by mistake in 
the compilation of the company List the name 
of Private E. W. Sawyer was omitted. 


Colonel Turner’s Address. 


With a salue, the Lieutenant Colonel] faced 
Colonel Turner at the end of the reading. 

“You have the roll complete,” he said. 

Colonel Turner returned the salute,stepped 
from the platform, placed himself at the 


head of the First Battalion, and gave the 


order, “Attention, battalions uncover.” 
Hats came off 1,100 heads, and with a 
rhythmic swing of white-gloved hands the 
worn campaign head coverings, held by’ 
right hands, were placed above the left 
breasts. Then came the regiment’s bene- 
diction to its comrades, a march in funeral 
time past the monument, while the band 
played Chopin's funeral march. When the

tional, were brought down the center aisle 
under escort for the benediction of colors 
before the monument. Theconcluding cere- 
monial was the benediction of flowers. The 
ladies’ auxiliary of the regiment sent four 
womén for each company and four veterans 
bore the immense wreath given by the 
Veteran Corps. | 

The regiment was seated during the re- 
mainder of the service, which consisted .of 
the addresses. Colonel Turner’s subject 
was “‘ The Regiment’s Good-by.” 

* Men of the First,” he said, “‘ we have 
gathered to pay tribute and say good-by to 
those of our comrades who died in war 
with Spain. The months are few since 
they marched with ‘us, light hearted, 
buoyant, eager for service. imperceptibly 
they grew from boys to men. Simplicity 
became self-poise, modesty changed to silent 
strength, and love of country to devotion. 
They acquired something of the dignity of 
the flag of the country we served. We met 
them daily and marked no change, but 
death and destiny were busy and at last 


“we found them where men offered up their 


lives to crown their devotion. ) 

‘*One sleeps at Chickamauga, some sleep 
by Tampa’s water, and some by the sea 
at Siboney. Some rest under the palms 
on San Juan hill, some sleep deep under the 
Atlantic, some on the rough heights of 
Montauk, some in country graveyards, and 
some in city cemeteries. 

**Good-by, old comrades. We shall not 
forget. In our life to come some touch of 
color, some voice of the night, a trumpet’s 
thundering, a bugle call, a rifle shot, will 
send memory leaping backward to the days 
when we were out together under the colors 
you loved so well. Darkness will often re- 
mind us of the nights on San Juan hills. 
At thought of you we will live our experi- 
ences over again, yours and ours. 

‘*God-by, old comrades. While the living 
regiment has wrought manfully, you, by 
supremest sacrifice, have won undying 
honor. The touch of elbows is broken, but 
you have won comradeship with all the 
heroes of all ages. May the flag you so 
loved and honored in life comfort you as 
you sleep forever in its folds.”’ 


Tributes of the Clergy. 


Dr. H. W. Thomas, former chaplain of the 


regiment, said: ‘“‘ For many years the First 
has been the pride of Chicago. It was ready 
when called, and from no city went fortha 
nobler body of men. It performed its duty 
in camp and field, lay in the trenches in rain, 
heat, and cold, suffered hardship and sick- 
ness. Many returned not, but.sleep in graves 


‘far away. They did not live or die fn vain. 


It is indeed well for yourdead. They live 
among the immortals.” 

The:tribute of Dr. Noble was: ‘* Today we 
who survive these heroes advance with ten- 
derness, lay one hand on the breast of the 
dead, and life the other to God, profoundly 
grateful that he gave such men to this gen- 
eration.” | 

** Chicago has seen many sights that called 
for remembrance,” said Dr. Lawrence, ** but 
when men write the annals of the city they 
will not forget to call historic the scene now 
before us.’’ 

Bishop Fallows paid a personal tribute to 


Private Guy L. Scatliff, Company M, who 


went from his church and died at sea. Dean 
Judson followed with remarks eulogistic of 
Private Paul Le Maitre, Company L, a 
University of Chicago student, who died 
while on guard at the yellow fever hospital]. 
Dr. Hirsch saidthe courage which endured 
disease in camp and the tension of trench 
duty was greater than that required for 


brave deeds in heat of battle: “ So long as 


Chicago remembers the past so long will

Twenty Thousand Six-Pound Shells to 
« Be Shipped Today—Orders Given at 
the Norfolk Navy Yard to Rush Work 
Night wad on Warship Repairs. 


“Norfolk, Va., Nov. 13.—[Spectial. ]—Twenty 
thousand six-pounder shells will be shipped 
from here tomorrow to Mare Island Navy 
Yard, San Francisco. It is said they are 
intended for Dewey’s fleet at Manila. 

Orders have been received to work night 
and day on the gunboat Princeton so that 
it can quickly join the Eastern squadron 
now forming in Hampton Roads. 

The order also states work must be pushed 
on the monitors Puritan and Terror in or- 
der to make them available for service at 
short notice. 

There are more war vessels at this navy 
yard now than has been for years. Twen- 
ty-five of Uncle Sam's fleet are at the yard. 

The repairs of the cruiser San Francisco 
will take eighteen months, and the work on 
the other vessels will keep 2,000 men busy 
for a long time. 

The vessels here are the cruisers San 
Francisco and Mogtgomery, monitors Puri- 
tan and Terror, converted yachts Sylvia, 
Hawk, Eagle, Wasp, Yankton, Siren, Onei- 
da, Dorothy, Viking, Stranger, and Apache; 
gungoats Princeton, Wilmington, Newport, 
Nashville; colliers Saturn, Alexander, and 
Hannibal; and the converted ferryboat Gov- 
ernor Russell.

RUMORED DEATH OF DREYFUS. 


“Unconfirmed Report Stirs Up Com- 


ment in Paris—Government’s 
Mysterious Conduct. 


‘Paris, Nov. 18.—It is reported here this 
evening that Dreyfus is dead. 

The rumor is understood to be based upon 
a mysterious telegram reeeived from Col- 
mar, the capital of Upper Alsace, signed by 
an unknown correspondent. 

So far as can be ascertained there is no 
official confirmation of the report. The 
father-in-law of Dreyfus discredits it. He 
gays he has received excellent accounts from 
the Colonial office quite recently as to the 
prisoner’s health. 

Careful inquiries made at Colmar this 
evening show that nothing is known there 
as to the death of Dreyfus. It is now be- 
lieved that the telegram was a hoax. 

Despite these assurances there are dark 

,rumors afloat. In view of the curious man- 
ner in which the letter from Dreyfus de- 
claring that he had abandoned all hope was 
conveyed to Mme, Dreyfus on Friday many 
people believe he ts dead. 

dispatch from Paris on Friday said that 

@. Dreyfus had applied that day at the 
office of the Minister of the Colonies for 
permission to send her husband some warm 
clothing for his return home. The request 
Was refused on the ground that the govern- 
ment would do whatever was necessary. 

At the same time, according to the dis- 
patch, the authorities read her a letter from 
her husband to the effect that having for 
five months addressed appeals for revision 


. to General de Boisdeffre (recently chief of 


staff of the French army) without getting 
any reply and being weary and exhaustéd by 
his useless appeals he would write no more 
to his family or to anybody.» He described 
himself as iil and dying and bequeathed to 
the “‘ generosity of my country the care of 
rehabilitating my memory.”’ 

It appears that Mme. Dreyfus then asked 
permission to telegraph her husband the 
decision of the Court of Cassation. This 
request also was refused. Then, through a 
friend, she appealed to President Faure, but 
with no better result. The dispatch said 
her counsel would bring the whole matter 
before the Court of Cassation. 


NIHILISM AND CLASS WAR. 


Znfluences Governing the Life 
of the Assassin. 


Dr. George Brandes, the celebrated Danish 
author and critic, has made public a letter 
addressed to him by Prince Krapotkin, 


. Whose name has in the European press more 


than once been mentioned in connection with 
the assassination of the Empress of Austria. 

“I am so aceustomed,” says Krapotkin, 
“to attacks) from certain quarters, and find 
myself so frequently quoted as the real 
originator of every revolutionary movement, 
that such statements have long since ceased 
to be a surprise to me. It is a wonder that 
Lucheni's file is not said to have been fitted 
to a handle of London make; such state- 
ments are well paid for by Russian lega- 
tions. 

“Most people are so accustomed to think 
history is made by a few individuals that 
explanations become waste of time. Man- 
nikins, of which the majority of the public 
is composed, cannot imagine that mankind 
may be constructed on a plan vastly dif- 
ferent from that of their own organization, 
which certainly implies that a few persons 
pull the strings of the world puppet. 

“ As you did, as the whole world did, I felt 
my heart contract with pain on hearing of 
this murder—of this fresh issue of the social 
struggle. An elderly woman, unhappy even 
leng before the catastrophe of her son's 
death, could she awake anything but pity 
in those who knew intimately the story of 
her private life? Women and children, at 
least, ought to be spared in the terrible strife 
that now holds our attention—and tn the still 
more frightful battles which are in prcpa- 
ration. 

“If, by the sacrifice of my own life, at 
least some of the victims who have fallen in 
this struggle during the last thirty years, in 
the streets and on the scaffolds, could have 
been spared, I should not hesitate to offer 
myself. But even that would be far from 
Sufficient. What goes befure everything else

| EARTH IN THE 
METEOR STREAM 


Terrestrial Sp!ere Is Passing 
Tiarough the Orbit of 
the Leonids. 


VAST MASS OF MATTER, 


Spectacle of Shooting Stars May 
Be Witnessed for Sevy- 
eral Nights. 


FEATURES OF PHENOMENON. 


Charles A. Bacon of Smith Observatory, 
Beloit, Wis., asked by THE TRIBUNE what 
kind of a display of meteors astronomers ey- 
pected about Nov. 14 (today), and what 
preparations had been made for observing 
them.,. said: 4 

‘* The night of Nov. 13-14 is the time when 
the earth passes through the computed 
plane of the meteor atream, cailed the 
Leonids. This name has been given be. 
cause the meteors are traveling in a diree- 
tion away from this constellation at the 
time of collision with the earth, and so are 


‘This stream of meteoric matter, whose 
individual particles may be miles apart even 
in its densest portion, is not spread out evon- 
ly over all its eccentric elliptic orbit, whose 
farther end is about twenty times more dis- 
tant from the sun than its perihelion end, 
through which the earth makes its way, 
but it is estimated that the meteoric matter ie 
may take two or three years to pass a given 
point. 

‘‘ For this reason, although the period of 
33% years is fairly well established—this 


the stream would make the round trip—it is 
probable that there will be a fairly brilliant 
display in 1898 and 1900, although It fs ex- 
pected that the thickest part of the stream 
will be passing the junction of the two orbits 
during the whole year 1808. 


Moon Will Obscure View. 

‘‘lnfortunately for observation on the date 
in November in that year on which the 
earth with its attendant moon. crashes 
through the silent dark stream of ~~ 
heavenly pilgrims—marking her course wit 
rays of fire—the moon—which, by the way, 
has no appreciable atmosphere, whose re- 
sistance and friction cause the light as well 
as the destruction of nearly all meteoric 
matter, and is therefore bombarded with 
a terrific force—will be between its first 
quarter and full, and thus render the sky 
too bright to see ahy but the brightest 
meteors until towards morning, when it will 
have set. 

‘On the early morning of the 14th (this 
morning) it may be possible to count several 
per minute, although this is a large estimate. 
The constellation Leo will rise between 
10 and 11 o’clock on the date in question, 
becoming visible along the northeastern ¢ 
horizon. and will be recognized at once by 
the Sickle, which is Shown in the accom- 
panying diagram. It can be identified 
easily by the bright star Regulus, situated 
in the end of the handle; the radiant point ’ 
is almost directly in the center of the curve 
of the blade. 

Maps Showing Meteors’ Course. 

‘Observers will be provided with maps 
of the sky showing the brighter stars, sim- 
ilar to the one which is furnished 
for THe TrispuNgE, and upon which jts 
readers can trace with pencil the ap- 
parent path of each meteor as seen; these % 
paths when projected backward should lo 
cate the approximate position of the radiant 
point in the heavens. ) 

“Much valtie will be attached to ‘counts 
of meteors.’ Two systems are employed ; ‘ 
which are practically the same in principle. 
The one consists in noting a space of time, 
usually fifteen or twenty minutes, and re- 
cording the number of meteors which can 
be counted in that time; the other plan 
keeps noté of the number of minutes that 
elapse while a certain number of meteors— 
say, ten or twenty—are being counted. In 
either case the times of beginning and end- 
ing of the count are accurately noted, and.

Suggestions to Observers. 


‘“‘In.case several observers wish to cover 
the entire heavens it is customary to face 
in different directions, and when a meteor 
is Observed by two or more it is usual for : 
one to claim it for his ‘count’ by simply 
saying ‘Mine.’ The other observers will 
not enter it up On their ‘ count’ and by this 
simple plan the sum of all the counts will 
represent the actual number visible at the 
station in question. 

‘‘ Observers who are not provided with @ 
chair of some suitable rest for the head will . 
find the strain on the muscles at the back 
‘of the neck—as they look upward—almost 
intolerable after a few minutes of obser’.a- 
tion; for this reason the amateur is cau- 
tioned against too long looking, and recom- 
mended to assume as comfortable a position 
as possible, | | 

“The most convenient source of light Is 
a bicycle lantern, which can be readily 
screened or unscreened by a cone of brown 
paper easily improvised for the occagion, 

“The top of a flat roof in city or cout- 
try is the mast advantageous point of ob- 
servation, Suburban residents would best 
select some open locality giving as clear @ 
horizon as possible towards the northeast. 

‘* Professional astronomers will endeavot 
to photograph the heavens in the vicinity of 
the radiant point, aiming to secure as many 
trails on the plates as possible. Attempts 
will be ma@de to photograph the spectrum

| REPORT OF GEN. FLAGLER 


ORDNANCE CHIEF DISCUSSES THE 
LESSONS OF THE WAR. 


Declares That a Plan Has Been Adopt- 
ed Whereby with the Present Fa- 
cilities and the Necessary Appro- 
-priations the Coast Defense Can Be 
Completed in Seven Years—Lack of 
Needed Funds Haudicapped the De- 
partment at the Beginning of War. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 13.—Gener 
W. Flagler, Chief of the Bureau 
nance, in his annual report to the Secretary 
of War shows that there was expended dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June 1898, $7,- 
348,795, and that there still remains of the 
appropriations made for the Ordnance bu- 
reau $19,793,359. This large sum is derived 
from the appropriations for*the fiscal year 
which were made for war purposes amount+ 
ing to $21,504,592. : 

Regarding the equipment of volunteers, 
the General thinks it would be as well to 
have the government equip them instead of 
their bringing their State arms into service, 
Saying that it could be done as quickly 
owing to the condition of the arms of the 
State troops. 

For equipping an army with a supply of 
small arms, he thinks there should be a 
supply of: 100,000 on hand of any new arm 
and the arsenals kept in a condition so as to 
produce 2,500 per day: Treating of coast 

défense, the General says: 

“Attention is especially invited to the 
experience of the last few months in at- 
tempting to provide quickly a coast defense. 
It is believed to be impracticable, and we 
will always be forced in any) emergency to 
rely upon what has been provided in time 
of peace. A plan has been adopted for pro- 
viding a complete coast defense, and with 
the present facilities of the department this 
work can carried on economically and 
in the most efficient manner in such a way 
as to complete the present plan in about 
seven years. | 

“Estimates ought to be submitted each 
year for so much of the work as the facilli- 
ties for its production will permit. 
with Congress to determine how much of 
the work can be provided for each year 
consistently with the resources of the coun- 
try. | 

**It is probable that there must be added 
to the plans and estimates for the coast de- 


possessions. 

‘““The war has furnished no opportunity 
for determining by experience the effect of 
our modern seacoast armament against mod- 
ern battleships. The reports of the experi- 
ence gained, however, tend to confirm the 
opinion that the fire from ships cannot si- 
lence the fire or seriously cripple the arma- 
ment of our modern batteries, but the ships 
could not withstand the fire of our modern 
batteries, and that, therefore, the ships can- 
not attack the batteries successfully. 
 ** Whether the ships can run by the bat- 
teries without too great risk has not been 
shown. This will depend on the skill and 
rapidity with which the gums are served, 
provided the ships are not stopped by the 
mines.” | 

Considerable attention is devoted to the 
progress of work at the various arseniis 
and the guns which are being made. 
Sept. 30, 1808, there were 447 seacoast guns 
mounted. It is estimated that on June 20, 
1899, there will be 900, and on the same date 
in 1900, 1,189.

Already the combination that is to defeat 
him for minority leadership in the next 
House is being formed.

LOOKS FOR A LONG SESSION. 


Senator Cullom Thinks Congress Will 
Be in Session for a Year—Many 
Intricate Questions. 


Washington, D..C., Nov. 13.—[Special.]J— 


Senator Cullom, chairman of the Hawaiian 
commission, reached Washington today and 
will at once begin the preparation of the re- 
port, which he expects to have completed in 
time for presentation to Congress. 

‘TI believe Congress will have enough be- 
fore it to keep it in continuous session for the 
next year,” said the Senator. ‘ The results 
of the war with Spain, the consideration of 
the treaty of peace, and the legislation for 
the government of the colonies that will be 
acquired under that treaty will take time, in 
addition to many other matters of great im- 


‘‘J do not believe there will be any caviling 
about the Hawatiian Islands. as we acquired 
them by the process of annexation and not 
as an incident of war. There may, however, 
be a difference of opinion with respect to 
our other possessions, but thesé opinions 
will in time be wiped out. Our interests de- 
mand that a cable to Honolulu should be 
built. With the Philippines in our posses- 
sion we ought.to extend this cable to Japan, 
and from there to Manila. The treaty of 
peace will hardly reach the Senate much be- 
fore the expiration of the present Congress, 
but the new body wiil be guided by the 
wishes of the President and accept the con- 
clusions of the treaty of Paris. 

“The Cuban situation furnishes a problem 
of an entirely different character. Our 
pledge with respect to that country has been 
given. The establishment there of a stable 
government is a matter of vital consequence 
and cannot be accomplished without action 
of some sort on our part. 

“The march of events has pointed out once 
more the:imperative necessity for cioser 
means of transportation between the At- 
lantic and Pacific. Arguments favoring the 
construction of a Nicaraguan canal are morc 
forcible than ever before. A bill providing 
for its construction will undoubtedly be re- 
ported early by Senator Morgan, who is 
more enthusiastic than ever on that subjcct. 
In my vupinion this canal ought to be built 
under government control, and I see no rea- 
son why the proper kind of an arrangement 
cannot be made with the two governments 
through whose territory the canal will pass. 

** The late election has done much to clear

Duquoin, I!l., Nov. 13.—[Special.]—John 
Graham, alias John Snarley, ‘alias Jim 
Wheeler, of Chicago was found guilty last 
night of selling two gold bricks to John A.
